The New Italy -

HE suggestion of the King of the “Belgians contained in a 

letter to M. Van Zeeland his Prime Minister, that an inde- 
jpendent permanent institute of ecouémiv régearch should be 
created has drawn attention to the work alréydy being done in 
this connection by the League of Nations. 

_ Since March a Committee of the League of Nations has been 
considering the problem of equal access to raw material supplies. 
The immediate origin of this Committee can be traced to the 
speech made by Sir Samuel Hoare to the League Assembly in 
1935, when in announcing the intention of Great Britain, so soon 
tu be belied, of taking her full share in resisting any attempts 
to settle international problems by aggression rather than by 
arbitration, he simultaneously stated that“... . as the quos- 
jtion (of ruw materials) is causing discontent and anxiety, the 
wise course is to investigate it, to see what the proposals are for 
dealing with it, and if the trouble is substantial, to try .to re-

Books of the Hour 


A NY middle aged man can cast 
his memory back to the days 


when the publication of a book 


was a serlous undertaking. It in- 
volved u presumption that the 
writer had made a special study of 
his subject, that there was a void 
in the relevant literature — that 
only he could fill, that his proofs 
had probably been submitted — to 
other experta for criticlam, ‘und 
that his publisher staked his re- 
pute on readers agreeing that the 
book did not fall below the high 
standard that a long, series of 
careful selections had established. 
Then the offspring of so much 
anxious thought and = meticulous 
correction had to run the gauntlet 
of the ruthless reviewers of the 
old “Saturday Review", who check- 
ed all the references to sce that 
no quotations had been unfairly 
torn from its context, and made 
merry particularly with any trace 
of pomposity or pedantry. Any 
writing that did not care to chal- 
lenge those rigorous judges was 
appropriate to journalism, and 
beneath the dignity of cloth bind- 
ing. Nowadays such comments on 
passing events made to catch tho 
public interest of the moment arc 
put into boards and Issued post 
haste to s wider public, regardless 
of their doom to early superset- 
sion when events hive passed on 
and outdated them. They are 
midway between journalism and 
Uterature. ore 


Their Value |

No picture, no turn of phrase can tell the full 
story of the most startling phenomenon of Thurs- 
day's typhoon, the great tidal wave which swept 
across the Taipo district, a great towering wall 
of water at least thirty feet high, which rampaged 
over the seawall at Old Taipo Market, wiped out 
both Old Market and New Market, crashed in- 
Jand over low paddyfields, inundated Taipo Hui 
with fifteen feet of water, and ended its mad car- 
eer only on reaching the foothills,

The tide, then at its lowest, 
showed wreckage scattered 
throughout the entire extent of 
the considerable area ‘exposed, A 
collapsed garage revealed a badly- 
crushed fire-tender with a truck 
buried-to ita hood in silt, and fur- 
ther along, outside the Post Of- 
fice, scores of coffins and row 
after row of bodies, revealed the 
full extent of the tragedy. 

Police officers were working un- 
der frightful comditions and the 
tugs placed on bodies and coffins, 
signifying identification spoke .vo- 
lumen for their labours, 


Nearly all the houses in the 
Market had suffered more or less 
severely, One row on the sea-front 
was dreadfully battered, and gap- 
ing holes beaten in by wind and 
wave, allowed uninterrupted 
vision into the strect beyond. 


Underneath the bridge leading 
out of the town, the head of a pig 
nestled its. snout inte the, bank. 
No body was visible. 


INCREDIBLE SCENES 


Taipo Old Market, situated in 
Taipo Bay at right-angles to the

Apart from one or two houses 
built, in’ the foreign style, the 
whole village was razed. 


Gangs .of .coolles. wore .working 
frantically on the ruina in an ef- 
fort to extract the bodies of -vic- 
tims known tobe buried in .the 
ruins, Stretched by the side of a 
path were the corpses of a:malo 
adult, a girl of about seven and in 
a fairly large laundry basket, a 
puir of tiny foet revealed the pre- 
sence of an infant. 


GIGANTIC PYRE 


A European police officer, super- 
vising the erection of a gkgantic 
funeral pyre for the numerots 
cattle which had been killed, safd 
he had been working at fever- 
pitch for more than 82 hours. Ow- 
ing to the brenkdown in commuani- 
cations, he ‘had had little or no 
food ond was near exhaustion 
point. .

Sure- 
ly it should be self-evident to-day 
that civilization’s only chance of 
survival is in) our unequivocal 
yenasertion and our absolute ad- 
herence lo every Christinn and 
humane ideal (hat receives lip 
service from the masa of men. And 
it voes without saying, that, in 
order to reassert those ideals it is 
necessary to believe in them, and 
in some real sense to make the 
effort to embody them in ourselves.

War psychosis: prevents this

reassertion in our minds, it 
precludes forever the possibility 
of our practising Christian-hu- 
mane ideals, for it is a hatred not 
of evil but of persons, and Christ 
has told us that he who hates his 
brother is a murderer, and that 
there is nothing of eternal value 
and significance in him. It may 
be that we have need to evolve a 
new politic,.a new. art of retation- 
ship, before we can auccecd in 
escaping from this derangement 
of our consciousness, dr from tho 
danger of it, because the formula- 
tion of any policies while we are 
still under its influence js bound 
to be hampered and misdirected 
by it. 

Most people to-day, for the suke 
of being thought intelligent per- 
haps, or for some moro valid rea- 
son, are grimly determined to be 
“political”, and this determination 
merely results in the deplorable 
psychosis which we are discuss- 
ing, the childish subdivision of 
men and the world into “the good 
onos” and‘“the bad ones”, and the 
ranking of ourselves upon the side 
with which we are most familiar. 


Bt (Lagging In 


Rear of History’ 


People who, still’ naively be- 
lieve that it is possible so to 
divide humanity and nations, to 
suy the least of ‘them, are still 
lagging in the rear of history. The 
coming division of the world 1 be- 
lieve, and I belicve it so thorough 
ly and utterly that I will ris 
prophesying—is ‘between those 
who, first dimly and then more 
clearly, begin to realise that Evil 
is omnipresent—in themselves us 
much as in their enemies, and 
those to ‘whom this realisation is 
impossible. The day of embattled 
Goud against Evil in the world 1s 
passing, and what 1 as a Christian 
would call, the day, of universal 
repentance is beginning timidly to 
break. That docs not mean that 
the lust war will not ‘have to bo 
fought, it docs not moun that Jap-

other considerations, internal 
violence aimed against o modern 
nation is bound to be self-de- 
feating. 

But the Socialist international- 
ism js the only alternative bofore 
the world, It is the only formu- 
lated plan which’ is presented 
wherein thore is a way of escape 
from the psychosis of war, and It 
is being stranded by the progress 
of events. Indeed that seems to 


be the fate in store for any imme- 
diate policies whieh are formulat- 


ed, their formulation merely result 
in a forlorn padding after the ir- 
revoenble happening, For Inter- 
nationalism and those who are on 
the side of it are not the only 
“good ones”, nor are nationalists 
the only “bad ones.” The world 
as we remarked corlier in not xo 
easily divided into Good and Evil, 


Division of: Good 
And Evil - 
The division of Good and bo il 


begins in our own lives, and 
is there that sidos must 


taken, it is there that we must use|: 


all our force to conquer whatever 
is the enemy of Good, and the 


greatest, indeed only the only reall: 


force at our disposal for that war- 
fare inside the self, is the power 
of the love ef God dwolling in us 
through the revelation and life of 
Christ. Self judgment must pre- 
cede all others if’any other is to 
be validly and effectively made 
and expressed. 

In any self-examination honest- 
ly carried out this element of ir- 
rational hate, which is what o war 
psychosis amounts to, will be, fs 
bound to be, detected, “It must be 
uprooted, and its immediate up- 
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rooting is more urgently needed of} . 


us than the quelling of aggressive 
enemy powera, for if it continues 
within us, to grow and increase 
in power, we shall cease to behave 
as human beings and become a8 
men mad in their hearts, in danger 
of acting, and .acting with mad 
injustice and hatred towards 
others. It fs from that heart of 
man that all evil proceeds, there- 
fore we must’ guard our hearts 
and set a watch upon them.
